Secure Energy Solutions, LLC (the "Company") moves herein that the Pennsylvania 

Public Utility Commission (the "Commission") issue the attached Protective Order so that the 

confidential and proprietary information (the "Information") contained in the Company's 

response to the Commission's Application questions in the above-referenced Docket, be 

maintained under protective seal, subject to review by the Commission's personnel, and subject 

to appropriate safeguards as spelled out in the proposed Protective Order. The proposed 

Protective Order is modeled after an order prepared in Docket No. A-2011-2241747, Application 

of J. Andrews Associates, Inc. d/b/a Seven-Utility Management Consultants LLC for approval to 

supply electricity or Generation services as a broker/consultant engaged in the business of 

supplying electricity to the public in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

The information provided by the Company in response to Section 17 of the Application 

contains confidential and proprietary financial information. In particular, because the Company 

is a privately held company, the financial statements and balance sheets are confidential and 

proprietary financial information. Public disclosure of this financial information would be 



detrimental to the Company and could be of great aid and assistance to the persons or entites 

who might compete with the Company in providing services that are the subject of the 

Company's application. In support of these claims, the Company has prepared and submits 

herewith an Affidavit of Christopher Duby, the Company President.

PROTECTIVE ORDER 

1. This Protective Order shall apply to all materials and information 

identified at Paragraph 2 of this Protective Order which are filed with the Public Utility 

Commission ("Commission"), produced in discovery, or otherwise presented during these 

proceedings in testimony or exhibits. All persons now and hereafter granted access to the 

materials and information identified in Paragraph 2 of this Protective Order shall use and 

disclose such information only in accordance with this Order. 

2. The materials subject to this Order are all responses to discovery, 

correspondence, documents, data, information, studies, methodologies and other materials which 

a party or an affiliate of a party furnishes in this proceeding pursuant to Commission rules and 

regulations, discovery procedures or cross-examination or provides as a courtesy to a party to 

this proceeding, which are claimed to be of a proprietary or confidential nature and which are 

designated "PROPRIETARY INFORMATION" (hereinafter collectively referred to as 

"Proprietary Information"). 

3. Proprietary Information shall be made available to the Commission and its 

Staff and experts, and to the Office of Consumer Advocate and its Staff and experts, for use in 

this proceeding subject to these Ordering Paragraphs. For purposes of filing, to the extent 

Proprietary Information is placed in the Commission's report folders, such information shall be 

handled in accordance with routine Commission procedures inasmuch as the report folders are 

not subject to public disclosure. To the extent that Proprietary Information is placed in the 



Commission's testimony or document folders, such information shall be separately bound, 

conspicuously marked, and accompanied by a copy of this Order. Public inspection of 

Proprietary Information shall be permitted only in accordance with this Protective Order. 

4. Proprietary Information shall be made available to active parties in this 

proceeding pursuant to the following procedures: 

Proprietary Information. To the extent required for participation in this 

proceeding, a party may afford access to Proprietary Information made available 

by another party ("the producing party") to the party's expert(s), subject to the 

following restrictions: 

a. Such expert(s) may not hold any of the following positions with 

any competitor of the producing party: (a) an officer, board member, significant 

stockholder, partner, owner (other than owner of stock) or an employee of any 

competitor ofthe producing party who is primarily involved in the pricing, 

development, and/or marketing of products or services that are offered in 

competition with those of the producing party; or (b) an officer, board member, 

significant stockholder, partner, owner (other than owner of stock) of any affiliate 

of a competitor ofthe producing party; provided, however, that any expert shall 

not be disqualified on account of being a stockholder, partner, or owner unless 

his/her interest in the business constitutes a significant potential for violation of 

the limitations of permissible use of the Proprietary Information. 

b. No other persons may have access to the Proprietary Information 

except as authorized by order of the Commission or of the presiding 

Administrative Law Judge. No person who may be entitled to receive, or who is 

afforded access to any Proprietary Information shall use or disclose such 

information for the purposes of business or competition, or any purpose other than 



the preparation for and conduct of this proceeding or any administrative or 

judicial review thereof. 

5. Prior to making Proprietary Information available to any person as 

provided in paragraph 4 of this Protective Order, counsel or such person shall deliver a copy of 

this Order to such other person and shall receive a written acknowledgment from that person in 

the form attached to this Order and designated as Appendix A. Counsel or such person shall 

promptly deliver to the producing party a copy of the executed acknowledgment form. 

6. A producing party shall designate data or documents as constituting or 

containing Proprietary Information by affixing an appropriate proprietary stamp or typewritten 

designation on such'data or documents. Where only part of data compilations or multi-page 

documents constitutes or contains Proprietary Information, the producing party shall designate 

only the specific data or pages of documents which constitute or contain Proprietary Information. 

7. Any public reference to Proprietary Information by counsel or persons 

afforded access thereto shall be to the title or exhibit reference in sufficient detail to permit 

persons with access to the Proprietary Information to fully understand the reference and not 

more. The Proprietary Information shall remain a part of the record, to the extent admitted, for 

all purposes of administrative or judicial review. 

8. Parts of any record in this proceeding containing Information, including 

but not limited to all exhibits, writings, testimony, cross examination, argument and responses to 

discovery, and including reference thereto as mentioned in ordering paragraph 6 above, shall be 

sealed for all purposes, including administrative and judicial review, unless such Proprietary 

Information is released from the restrictions of this Order, either through the agreement of the 

parties or pursuant to order of the Administrative Law Judge or the Commission. Testimony 

and/or exhibits containing Proprietary Information will be labeled "PROPRIETARY" as the case 

may be and will not be included in the publicly available record of this proceeding. Unresolved 

challenges arising under paragraph 8 shall be decided on motion or petition by the presiding 

officer or the Commission as provided by 52 Pa. Code §5.423(a). Al l such challenges will be 



resolved in conformity with existing rules, regulations, orders, statutes, precedent, etc., to the 

extent that such guidance is available. 

9. The parties affected by the terms of this Order shall retain the right to 

question or challenge the confidential or proprietary nature of Proprietary information; to 

question or challenge the admissibility of Proprietary Information; to refuse or object to the 

production of Proprietary Information on any proper ground, including but not limited to 

irrelevance, immateriality or undue burden; to seek an order permitting disclosure of Proprietary 

Information beyond that allowed in this Order; and to seek additional measures of protection of 

Proprietary Information beyond those provided in this Order. If a challenge is made to the 

designation of a document or information as Proprietary, the party claiming that the information 

is Proprietary retains the burden of demonstrating that the designation is necessary and 

appropriate. 

10. Upon completion of this proceeding, including any administrative or 

judicial review, all copies of all documents and other materials, including notes, which contain 

any Proprietary information shall be immediately returned upon request to the party furnishing 

such Proprietary Infonnation. In the alternative, parties may provide an affidavit of counsel 

affirming that the materials containing or reflecting Proprietary Information have been destroyed.

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APPENDIX D 

Standards of Conduct 

(1) The [natural gas distribution company] should apply its tariffs in a 
nondiscriminatory manner to its affiliate, its own marketing division 
and any nonaffiliate. 

(2) The [natural gas distribution company] should likewise not apply a 
tariff provision in any manner that would give its affiliate or division 
an unreasonable preference over other marketers with regard to 
matters such as scheduling, balancing, transportation, storage, 
curtailment, capacity release and assignment, or nondelivery, and all 
other services provided to its affiliated suppliers. 

(3) If a tariff provision is mandatory, the [natural gas distribution 
company] should not waive the provision for its affiliate or division 
absent prior approval of the Commission. 

(4) If a tariff provision is not mandatory or provides for waivers, the 
[natural gas distribution company] should grant the waivers without 
preference to affiliates and divisions or non-affiliates. 

(5) The [natural gas distribution company] should maintain a 
chronological log of tariff provisions for which it has granted 
waivers. Entries should include the name of the party receiving the 
waiver, the date and time of the request, the specific tariff provision 
waived and the reason for the waiver. Any chronological log should 
be open for public inspection during normal business hours. 

(6) The [natural gas distribution company] should process requests for 
transportation promptly and in a nondiscriminatory fashion with 
respect to other requests received in the same or a similar period. 
The [natural gas distribution company] should maintain a 
chronological log showing the processing of requests for 
transportation services. Any chronological log should be open for 
public inspection during normal business hours. 

(7) Transportation discounts and fee waivers and rebates provided to the 
[natural gas distribution company's] or its marketing affiliate's 
favored customers should be offered to other similarly situated 
customers and should not be tied to any unrelated service, incentive 
or offer on behalf of either the parent of affiliate. A chronological

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log should be maintained showing the date, party, time and rationale 
for the action. Any chronological log should be open for public 
inspection during normal business hours. 

(8) The [natural gas distribution company] should not disclose any 
customer proprietary information to its marketing affiliate or division, 
and to the extent that it does disclose customer information, it should 
contemporaneously paovide this same infonnation to other similarly 
situated marketers in a similar fashion so as not to selectively 
disclose, delay disclosure, or give itself or its affiliate any undue 
advantage related to the disclosure. A chronological log should be 
maintained showing the date, time and rationale for the disclosure. 
Any chronological log should be open for public inspection during 
normal business hours. A natural gas distribution company should 
not provide information received from non-affiliated customers or 
suppliers to its affiliated natural gas suppliers. 

(9) The [natural gas distribution company] should justly and reasonably 
allocate to its marketing affiliate or division the costs or expenses for 
general administration or support services. 

(10) The [natural gas distribution company] selling surplus gas supplies 
and/or upstream capacity on a short-term basis (as defined by the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commission) to its affiliate should make 
supplies available to similarly situated marketers on a 
nondiscriminatory basis. The [natural gas distribution company] 
should not make any gas supplies and/or upstream capacity available 
through private disclosure to the [natural gas distribution company's] 
affiliate unless the availability is made simultaneously with public 
dissemination in a manner that fairly apprises interested parties ofthe 
availability of the gas supplies and/or upstream capacity. The 
[natural gas distribution company] should maintain a chronological 
log of these public disseminations. Any chronological log should be 
open for public inspection during normal business hours. 

(11) The [natural gas distribution company] should not condition or tie 
agreements to release interstate pipeline capacity to any service in 
which the [natural gas distribution company] or affiliate is involved. 

(12) The [natural gas distribution company] should not directly or by 
implication . . . represent to any customer, supplier or third party that 
an advantage may accrue to any party through use of the [natural gas 
distribution company's] affiliate or subsidiary. 
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
